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(54) [Title of the invention] 
Medicinal drug for pets 
(57) [Abstract] 

[Problem] When pets such as cats, dogs, etc. are sick 
with a cold or the like it takes a great effort to make the 
pet ingest a medicine that it dislikes, 

[Solution] A feed wherein a solid medicine for the 
symptoms of a pet such as a cat, a dog, etc, is incorporated, 
in the form of inclusions, inside solid pet food fragments 
ingested usually by the pet, thereby air-tight sealing the 
medicine to block the keen sense of smell of the pet, the 
sealed medicine being mixed with similar non-inclusion pet 
food for one meal. As a solution for the above problems, for 
instance, a solid medicine 2 is encapsulated in pet food 
shaped as three-pronged flat plates 1, making it difficult for 
the sense of smell of a cat or the like to scent the medicine, 
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which is mixed with non-inclusion pet food of identical shape 
and identical composition, so that the pet ingests the whole. 
[Claims] 

[Claim 1] A medicinal drug for pets including a cat and a 
dog which are kept at home, characterized in that a feed for 
one meal is formed by incorporating a solid medicine for 
symptoms of the pet, in the form of inclusions, inside solid 
pet food fragments ingested usually by the pet, and the 
medicine is air-tight sealed to block the keen sense of smell 
of the pet, the sealed medicine being mixed with similar non- 
inclusion pet food,

[Detailed description of the invention] 

[0001] 

[Field of industrial application] 

The present invention relates to an improved medicinal 
drug that is administered to sick pets kept at home, in 
particular cats, dogs or the like. 

[0002] 

[Background art] 
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In recent years there has been a growing trend of keeping 
pets such as cats, dogs, etc. at home, which are treated as 
another member of the family and are enjoyed for the warmth 
they bring into home life* Like humans, pets are also 
vulnerable to various kinds of diseases brought about by 
changes in the environment of the house, for instance colds, 
indigestion, gastrointestinal disorders, and more rarely 
conditions of the nervous system caused by stress, etc., the 
treatment of all of which becomes a matter of concern for the 
pet owner.

Unlike humans, however, pets cannot report verbally their 
complaints; hence, the pet owner may administer some drug to 
the pet upon observing an unusual behavior or bearing of the 
animal, or alternatively must take the pet to a veterinary 
hospital in search of diagnosis and treatment.

[Problem to be solved by the invention] 
Colds are the most common condition, wherein, for 
instance, a pet owner typically knows that a cat has caught a 
cold upon observing that the animal utters more rasping sounds, 
shows less appetite, drools, or behaves and moves in ways that 
are not customary. The cold medicine to be given to the pet is 
often a powdered drug in powder sachets, which ordinarily must 
be administered every time mixed with the feed of the pet; 
however, as is well known, the sense of smell is several tens 
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of tiraes more sensitive in animals than in humans, hence the 
animal makes no attempt to ingest the feed sprinkled with the 
powdered drug upon scenting the pungent odor of the latter. 
[0005] 

Commercially available cat food and dog food can be 
generally classified into canned wet food and solid dried 
food; herein, the pet owner has to mix the powdered medicine 
with the wet feed in cans or the like as thoroughly as 
possible in order to dilute the peculiar smell of the drug, 
but a smell thus diffused is extremely unlikely to delude the 
sense of smell of the pet. Attempts may be made also of 
instilling the powdered medicine, dissolved in water, into the 
mouth of the pet using a dropper, or of administering the 
powdered medicine in form of capsules mixed with the feed; in 
both such cases, however, one is met with a strong resistance 
on the part of the cat, or the latter may regurgitate the 
capsules, so that, in order to administer the drug to the pet, 
an aggressive solution may eventually have to be resorted to, 
for instance, by forcibly prying open the mouth of the animal 
to apply the medicine on its tongue.

In order to solve the above problems, it is an object of 
the present invention to provide a medicinal drug for pet use 
that can be ingested naturally and unconsciously by a pet. 

[0007] 

[Means for solving the problem] 
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The medicinal drug for pets according to the present 
invention solves the above problems through a feed wherein a 
solid medicine for the symptoms of a pet such as a cat^ a dog, 
etc, is incorporated, in the form of inclusions, inside solid 
pet food fragments ingested usually by the pet, and the 
medicine is air-tight sealed to block the keen sense of smell 
of the pet, the sealed medicine being mixed with similar non- 
inclusion pet food for one meal,

The problems of drug administration are thus reliably 
solved since the characteristic smell of the medicinal drug 
cannot diffuse outwards thanks to being sealed inside the pet 
food, which moreover is mixed with pet food of identical shape 
and composition; as a result, the drug cannot be detected by 
the sensitive sense of smell of cats and dogs, which ingest it 
then together with large amounts of the rest of the pet food.

[Examples] 

FIG. 1 is a perspective-view diagram illustrating an 
embodiment of the present invention. 

The solid pet food illustrated in the figure can adopt 
various shapes, such as a disc shape lA, a recessed elliptical 
shape IB, but preferably a shape of a three-pronged flat plate 
1, having a cross section similar to that of a tetrapod, 
inside which is sealed a solid medicine 2. As regard its 
composition, the pet food for cats may include, for instance. 
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such products as are competitively marketed by various 
manufacturers, and which contain mainly fish meat (fish meal) 
blended with starchy ingredients such as wheat flour, corn, 
etc., together with suitable amounts of additives such as 
vitamins and/or minerals, or products containing mainly 
chicken meat or beef instead of the above fish meal, or 
mixtures of the foregoing, etc., in such a way so as to 
stimulate the appetite of the cat. The size of the solid flat 
plate may involve a diameter or span of about 10 to about 15 
mm, and a plate thickness of about 4 to about 6 mm. The dosage 
of the medicine encapsulated in the interior of the plate, to 
be administered in accordance with the body weight of the 
animal, is calculated substantially on the basis of human 
pharmacology for cases of, for instance, fever, diarrhea, 
throat complaints, etc.

[Effect of the invention] 

The medicinal drug for pet use according to the present 
invention avoids problems between pet and pet owner during 
administration of widely used conventional powdered medicines, 
and has the effect, therefore, of completely alleviating the 
burden and concerns of the pet owner. Thus, a reserve of solid 
medicines for the commoner aliments of cats, dogs, etc., 
prepared beforehand by blending with the usual pet foods, and 
kept ready at home, allows dealing right away with most of the 
complaints of the pet, thereby easing wholly defusing 
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conflicts that could harm the rapport between pet and pet 
owner . 
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
